“Everyone knows the need 
for a vocational-type school in 
our area and we have been ad¬ 
vised by state school authori¬ 
ties that they desire to create 
such a center here. These offi-’’ 
cials have inspected our facil¬ 
ities, including Lincoln grade 
school, and are perfectly satis¬ 
fied that this building can be¬ 
come one of the largest voca¬ 
tional schools in the state. This 
is partly what I base my sug¬ 
gestion on.” 

Leatherman continued, “The 
basic plan is to house the en¬ 
tire student body at the Venice 
plant (school), following con¬ 
struction of additional class¬ 
room space.

“However,” theybpar^ presi¬ 
dent stressed, “no jobs'jWill be 
jeopardized by the changeover, 
as custodians and other per¬ 
sonnel will be required to run 
the vocational school, the only 
difference being that the state 
will pay all the bills. Teachers 
will be transferred to the Ven¬ 
ice school," he said. 

“Additional classroom space 
at the Venice school will be 
financed through elimination of 
existing expense of operating the 
Lincoln building. This would 
be a one-time expense only 
<* and the savings, in ensuing 
years, would be passed on to 
the taxpayers.” 

Leatherman concluded, “I 


believe with this plan we can 
complete our school integra¬ 
tion program successfully, cre¬ 
ate a greatly-needed vocational 
training center and also offered 
local taxpayers a substantial 
savings. I strongly urge your 
lull consideration.” 

May Add 3 or 4 Rooms 

Leatherman told the Press- 
Record the total number of 
additional classropms will be 
determined after a thorough 
study. However, he indicated 
that three or four rooms might 
be added to the Venice school, 
costing approximately $9000 
per room. The present school 
has been designed for expan¬ 
sion. 

He pointed out that an esti¬ 
mated 65 pupils residing in the 
Kerr Island area are expected 
to move from the district, pos¬ 
sibly. by March 1, due to acqui¬ 
sition of right-of-way for Fed¬ 
eral Aid Route 151. 

Grade school students in Ken- 
Island presently attend Lin¬ 
coln school, which has a cur¬ 
rent school enrollment of 223 
kindergarten through eighth 
grade students. 

Questioned on the absence 6f 
Justice Department represent¬ 
atives, whose attendance Mon¬ 
day previously was expected, 
Leatherman said they ,declined 
to attend after learning the 
session would be open to public 
debate. 

He commented, “They pre¬ 
ferred that local residents hear 
the board's proposal first and 
decide what action to take be¬ 
fore any official intervention.” 

Concern Over Shifts, Jobs 

Principal criticism of the 
consolidation plan appeared to 
center around four main points 
— transporting young children 
past an established school near¬ 
er their own homes; the possi¬ 


bility of creating overcrowded 
classroom conditions and per¬ 
haps a split-shift schedule; 
potential loss of jobs by Lincoln 
school faculty members and 
other employees; and a lack of 
precise guidelines from state 
sources, specifically involving 
the qualifications necessary to 
enroll in the proposed voca¬ 
tional-technical school. 

Other questions directed to 
the board president indicated 
some opposition to total inte¬ 
gration of the school system. 

Alternative steps have been 
discussed previously by the 
board. The issue came to a 
head last month when the U.S. 
attorney general’s office in 
Washington, D. C., requested 
development of a re-districting 
plan by Oct. 20; an effective 
date was not specified. 

Federal attorneys also had 
conferred with Venice Supt. of 
Schools John O. Pier and two 
board members in late sum¬ 
mer, proposing reassignment of 
pupils effective a.t the start of 
the 1967-68 school term, but 
the board felt there was insuf¬ 
ficient time to comply. 

Initial Plan Dropped 

A tentative plan involved 
assignment of all kindergarten 
through fourth grade pupils to 
the Venice grade school and 
fifth through eighth graders to 
the Lincoln buildings. 

When this plan was not 
placed in effect, after being 
outlined to teachers, there 
were allegations that the board 
had yielded to pressure -from 
some residents who had heard 
of it and expressed objections. 

Several petitions were said 
to be in circulation, opposing 
the proposed division of grades 
between the two schools. 

Rev. Charles T. Boatner, 
pastor of the Quinn Mission, 
Venice, asked the amount 'of 
extra travel time and buses 
required to transport all ele¬ 
mentary students to the Venice^

school. Leatherman replied 
that all school bus service will 
continue along the same routes 
used at present. 

He said buses picking up 
children in Eagle Park' first 
deposit high school students 
before proceeding to Lincoln 
school with grade school pupils. 
The difference in cost and time 
to transport the youngsters will 
be negligible, and in fact will 
probably cost less than now, 
Leatherman added. 

Joe Roberts, 217 Hill street, 
asked how students wHl be 
assigned within the Venice 
school. The board president 
stressed that the present policy 
will continue, with pupils di¬ 
vided only according to aca¬ 
demic ability and a maximum 
of 30 pupils per room. 

Eddie L. Salmond, newly- 
elected president of the Eagle 
Park Improvement Association, 
sought clarification concerning 
the expected enrollment at the 
vocational school. He said that 
if there is only, a small enroll¬ 
ment, the net result might be a 
greater rather than a lesser 
burden to taxpayers, in view of 
the cost of building new class¬ 
rooms. 

Supt. Pier reported that 105 
students, including 90 whose 
tuition is reimbursed through 
public aid, will begin general 
education development courses 
Oct. 16 in the Venice school 
system, showing there is inter¬ 
est in extended education. 
Additionally, he said, 101 pros¬ 
pective students from St. Clair 
county have registered to be¬ 
gin courses in basic education 
and vocational training, sched¬ 
uled to start later this year. 
Serve Parts of 2 Counties 
Primarily, the vocational 
center would draw enrollees 
from Granite City, Madison, 
Mitchell, Brooklyn and parts of 
East St.' Louis as well as Ven¬ 
ice, Leatherman said. 

The entire program would be 
financed with General Educa¬ 
tion Development funds pro¬ 
vided by the State Office of 
Public Instruction and the Illi¬ 
nois Public Aid Department. 
Courses of instruction would 
include machine shop, automo¬ 
tive repair, commercial sew¬ 
ing, welding, drafting, blue¬ 
print reading, typing, book¬ 
keeping and similar subjects. 

State funds would finance the 
purchase, installation and up¬ 
keep of all equipment Used in 
the vocational program, the 
board president said. No limit 
on expenditures in setting up 
the program, the number of 
students who could be admitted 
or the subjects that could be 
taught were placed on the 
school district in preparing the 
request for funds, it was an 
nounced earlier. 

Some friction arose during i 
discussion about required ent 
ranee qualifications to the 
vocational school, a point initi¬ 
ally raised by Rev. Leroy 
Henry, pastor of a Lovejoy 
area Methodist Church. 

The minister asked what 
good it would do a 32-year-old 
man, possessing only a sixth 
or seventh grade education, to 
attend the school, successfully 
complete a welding course and 
then find himself still unem¬ 
ployable by industrial firms 
which, in many cases, demand 
a high school diploma. 

It was noted that a guaran 
tee of jobs to those finishing 
vocational courses would be 
impossible. However, vocation¬ 
al students could attend GED 
classes along with the other 
instruction, thereby qualifying 
themselves for high school 
equivalency certificates. 

Warns Against Overcrowding 
One exchange between Leath 
erman and Roberts resulted in 
the latter threatening demon 
strations in January, if class¬ 
rooms at the Venice school ai 
crowded. “We will have to de¬ 
monstrate to show you that you 
are wrong. By that time you 
may really have a problem, a 
big problem,” Roberts said. 

Assistant Supt. Robert N. 
Vickers said, “I think maybe 
we are losing sight of what we 
are here for by letting person¬ 
alities get involved. I, myself, 
have mixed feelings about this 
issue, as L was at Lincoln 
school several years.” 

“Everyone wants integration 
—the board and you. Does it 
matter where it is done, as long 
as it is done and doesn’t have 
an adverse effect on the chil¬ 
dren? Remember, kids make 
the school, not the building. 

'“Vocational training could 
greatly benefit our students. 


Even high school graduates, if 
they wished, could continue 
after receiving their diplomas 
to gain experience in one field 
or another,” the assistant 
superintendent said. 

Little discussion followed 
Vickers’ remarks and the 
board unanimously approved 
the consolidation plan, to go 
into effect Jan. 19.

Wallace, it was learned, had 
been beaten in the tavern ear¬ 
lier and had departed with an 
acquaintance, only to return to 
"shoot up" the outside of the 
building with a .45 caliber pis¬ 
tol. The gun was found hidden 
behind a water heater in his 
apartment when he was taken 
into custody about 4 a.m. Sun¬ 
day by deputies and local 
police. 

Scroggins said it was shortly 
after the shooting and after 
Sheriff and staff had taken the 
eight persons at the tavern to 
Edwardsville, that the. victim’s 
father, oft-arrested -Terry 
Thweatt, appeared at his office 
Jfn the court house and demand- . 
?d to see his daughter-in-law. 
Thweatt, an ex-convict, was 
overheard to say, “You won't 
have to find him (Wallace).” 

Enroute for Pickup 
Authorities at that time al¬ 
ready were enroute to pick up 
Wallace and had asked Granite 
City police to go to his apart¬ 
ment at the housing project. 
Granite City officers were de¬ 
nied admittance by Wallace’s 
wife, but the deputies and As¬ 
sistant State's Atty. Gerald 
McGivem arrived with a search 
warrant. Wallace was found in 
bed in an upstairs room. 

It was reported that Thweatt 
and an associate, Landon Ray 
“Pug” Fisher, who is charged 
with the murder last month of 
William Harder at Chouteau 
Slough, also went searching for 
Wallace. 

The quick action in the courts 
was possible as the September 
grand jury was in session. Its 
complete report is not due until 
next week. 

Grand Jury Witnesses 
Among witnesses appearing 
before the grand jury were 
Charles Adams, tavern proprie¬ 
tor, Tommy Hamlett, barmaid; 
Bobby Baker, a Granite Cityan 
who had been with Wallace ear¬ 
lier Sunday night, and Deputy 
Sheriff Demos Nichols. 

A preliminary hearing for 
Wallace Was cancelled after the 
quick consideration of the case 
by the grand jury. During the 
arraignment, Wallace said he 
was endeavoring to get John 
Gitchoff, Granite City attorney, 
to represent him, but that his 
wife had been unable to raise 
the retainer. Robert Trone, 
public defender, was appointed 
by the court for the arraign¬ 
ment. 

After denying bond for Wal¬ 
lace, Judge Monroe said he was 
setting the trial for Oct. 16. 

Meanwhile, Wallace is sche- 
uled to appear before Magis¬ 
trate William Johnson at 4 p.m. 
tomorrow to face two misde¬ 
meanor charges. He had issued 
bench warrants for his arrest 
prior to the shooting. 

Judge Johnson said Wallace 
had faHed to appear for sent¬ 
encing after being convicted of 
illegal possession of a hypo¬ 
dermic needle and syringe and 
for resisting arrest. The arrests 
were made in Granite City 
more than a year ago. 

County authorities were 
advised this week by the U. S. 
District Court in Nashville, 
Tenn., that Wallace's brother, 
Guy, had been sentenced to 
serve two three-year prison 
terms, concurrently, on charges 
of cashing stolen postal money 
orders and a fugitive from jus¬ 
tice count. The trial was held
